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I. In General 


B. Rights to Use Highways 
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The use of highways for the purpose of transporting persons or property for hire, by the ordinary means, is incidental to 
and consistent with the primary purpose of their establishment, and is therefore a proper use, in the absence of any restrictive 
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regulation. Such use is not, however, one which may be exercised as of right, but is a special or permissive use.
